Mr.  Kirby,  who  is  so  well-known,  as  one  who 
has  devoted  much  of  his  life  to  the  study  and  care  of  flowers,  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  leading  experts  on  the  culture  and  development  of  the  dahlia. 
He  has  produced  a strain  of  these  flowers  of  unexcelled  merit.  From  the 
thousands  of  seedlings  tried  out  only  those  showing  exceptional  qualities  in 
color,  strength  of  plant  and  good  habit  are  chosen  to  be  added  to  this  collection. 
The  result  of  his  careful  selection  is  an  array  of  marvelous  blooms  of  the  rarest 
beauty  of  coloring  and  a grace  and  refinement  of  form,  so  lacking,  in  many 
large  varieties.

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“SAGAMORE” 


Was  awarded  first  prize  as  the  best  seedling  at  the  1921- 
show  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society,  in  New  York.  It 
again  won  first  honors  at  the  1922  show. 

In  creating  this  great  dahlia  Mr.  Kirby  has  accomplished  the  result  sought 
by  all  dahlia  fanciers,  namely,  the  production  of  an  exhibition  variety  of  the 
highest  order,  possessing  beauty  of  color  and  perfect  form,  combined  with  all 
the  qualities  required  in  a cut  flower  of  the  greatest  commercial  value. 

To  describe  it  as  a glorified  king  of  the  Autumn  would  give  to  those  who 
are  familiar  with  that  popular  dahlia  of  Holland  origin,  only  a slight  idea  of 
the  worth  of  this  improved  variety.  Fortunately  it  does  not  possess  the  fault 
of  coming  single,  that  has  often  caused  its  predecessor  to  prove  disappointing. 
It  bears  freely  and  the  large  blooms  remain  perfect  in  form  throughout  the 
season. 

In  color  it  is  a pleasing  soft  golden  shade,  deepening  slightly  to  orange 
at  the  center.  A side  view  reveals  a background  of  rich  carmine,  hidden  in  the 
depth  of  the  bloom,  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  The  bloom  is  very  deep,  the  outer 
petals  curving  back  about  the  stem. 

The  long,  straight  stems  are  exceptionally  strong  and  hold  the  flowers 
perfectly  erect.  One  of  its  greatest  merits  is  its  remarkable  keeping  qualities, 
blooms  having  kept  fresh  on  exhibition  for  six  or  seven  days.

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As  many  fine  dahlias  have  been  ruined  by  propogation,  through  the  anxiety 
of  growers  to  quickly  work  up  a large  stock,  all  danger  of  this  mistake  will 
be  avoided,  and  no  stock  will  be  available  for  release  until  1924. 

We  predict  as  a future  for  Sagamore,  that  it  will  become  a favorite  for 
exhibition  and  the  most  popular  and  satisfactory  of  all  dahlias  as  a cut  flower.

The  blooms  are  large,  measuring  from  six  to  eight  inches,  and  are  very 
deep,  the  back  petals  curving  back  over  the  stem.

The  Secret 


We  have  often  had  visitors  at  our 
fields  say,  “What  do  you  do  to  make 
dahlias  grow  like  this?”  All  we  can 
say  in  answer  is  this:  If  you  wish  to 
raise  good  dahlias,  give  them  a little 
care  and  attention  and  they  will  respond 
more  readily  than  any  flower  we  know. 

Plant  them  in  a sunny  spot  as  far 
away  from  trees  as  possible  and  keep 
_ the  ground  mellow.  Where  it  can  be 
procured,  stable  manxire  spread  on  the 
ground  in  the  Fall  and  spaded  under 
is  excellent  to  lighten  the  soil  and  keep 
- it  from  packing.  In  the  Spring,  spade 
the  ground  again,  breaking  it  up  ten  op 
fifteen  inches  deep.  Always  keep  this 
in  mind,  the  finer  you  prepare  the  soil, 
the  better  dahlias  you  will  have.  When- 
ready  to  plant,  about  June  1st,  mark  off 
rows  four  feet  apart  and  mark  the  hills 
three  feet  apart  in  the  rows.  You  cannot 
expect  to  have  large  flowers  if  you  crowd 
your  dahlies  together.  Where  space  is 
limited,  they  might  be  planted  in  squares 
314x3%  Ft.  but  should  never  be  placed 
closer  than  3x3  Ft. 

To  save  the  plants  from  breaking  down 
in  the  wind,  strong  stakes  5 or  6 Ft.  in 
length  are  necessary.  Drive  a stake  in 
firmly  at  each  hill.  Then  dig  a hole  six 
inches  deep  beside  each  stake  and  lay  the 
tuber  dc'wn  flat  With  the  eye  or  snrout 
pointing  up.  Place  the  sprout  end  two 
^ or  three  inches  from  the  stake.  Cover 
the  tuber  with  four  inohes  of  fine  soil  and 
pack  down  gently.  Then  have  patience 
and  give  it  a chance  to-  come  up.  Do  ISTot 
Dig  the  Tuber  XTp  to  see  if  it  is  growing. 
If  the  tuber  is  healthy  and  has  an  eye, 
it  will  never  fail  to  come  up.  Tubers 
not  yet  sprouted  will  start  if  left  in  a 
warm  place  and  covered  with  moist 
sand  for  about  a week  before  planting. 
To  water  the  hil]  before  the  plant  is  w'eil 
above  the  ground,  will  often  cause  decay 
and  always  do  more  harm  than  good. 

When  the  plant  is  at  least  a foot  high. 


How  to  Keep  Dahlia 


To  keep  well,  dahlias  should  be  cut 
early  in  the  morning  when  the  dew  is 
still  on  them,  or  in  the  evening  when 
they  have  revived  after  the  heat  of  the 
day.  Cut  with  long  stems  and  dip  the 
ends  of  the  stems  in  three  or  four  inches 
of  hot  water  and  let  them  remain  there 
for  about  ten  minutes.  ^ If  the  blooms 
have  wilted,  leave  them  in  nearly  boil-

thin  out  all  the  weaker  shoots  leaving 
one  strong  stalk  to  each  hill  and  begin 
tying  the  plant  to  the  stake,  with  soft 
twine.  If  a plant  is  inclined  to  grow  too 
thick  take  out  seme  of  the  leaves  and 
branches  to  allow  air  and  sunlight  to 
penetrate.  We  always  trim  away  the 
lower  growth  for  a foot  or  .18  inches 
above  the  ground.  The  important  thing, 
is  to  keep  the  ground  Well  hoed  and  cul- 
tivated until  the  buds  appear.  After 
they  are  in  bloom  it  is  well  to  use  a 
rake  between  the  rows  to  keep  the 
ground  soft,  without  injuring  the  roots 
near  the  hills. 

A handful  of  chemical  potato  fertilizer 
thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil  at  each 
hill  when  planting  will  give  the  plants 
a quick  start  and  help  them  to  resist  the 
attacks  of  insects.  Bene  meal  is  also 
good  to  mix  with  the  soil  when  it  is  not 
convenient  to  use  stable  manure.  If 
extra  large  exhibition  blooms  are  de- 
sired, scatter  about  % pt.  of  dry  pul- 
verized sheep  manure  around  each  hill 
8 weeks  after  planting  and  mix  in 
thoroughly  with  a rake. 

In  dry  weather,  loose  soil  may  be 
formed  in  a circle  around  each  hill 
forming  a basin  to  hold  two  or  more 
buckets  of  water.  Soak  the  ground 
thoroughly  in  this  way  once  or  twice  a 
week  while  dry  weather  lasts.  Dry  soil 
raked  over  the  wet  portion  will  prevent 
ground  from  baking. 

Pinching  off  buds  and  lateral  branches 
leaving  only  the  center  bud  on  each 
stalk  will  result  in  immense  blooms. 

After  a frost  kills  the  tops,  cut  them 
off  at  the  ground  and  dig  clumps  of 
roots  carefully.  Turn  clumps  with  the 
stems  down  to  dry  in  the  sun  for  half 
a day.  They  may  then  be  packed  in  a 
box  and  covered  with  dry  sand  leaving 
the  stalks  projecting  and  left  in  a cellar 
where  the  temperature  is  between  40 
and  50  degrees.

ing  hot  water  until  the  water  cools.  The 
hot  water  will  force  moisture  contained 
in  the  steins,  upwards  and  entirely  fresh- 
en both  leaves  and  flowers.  Then  place 
them  in  vases  of  fresh  cold  water  so 
the  stems  are  submerged  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  their  length.  This  method  will 
not  only  freshen  wilted  flowers  but  make 
them  last  several  days  longer.-
